2. Claims 27-37 are rejected under 35 I'.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Levy (IS 
5.616.243). See Claim S. tank 73. outlet 61 . The upper portion of tank 73 is seen to meet the 
functional limitation of an "inlet." since it allows fluid to enter tank 73. 

3. Claims 27-37 are rejected under 35 I kS.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Naito (CS
